The management of the national shows at New 
York and Chicago is doing everything possible to 
make this service section interesting and practical. 
Dealers handling cars and trucks produced by mem- 
bers of the N. A. C. C. will be supplied with tickets 
for members of their service staffs. If every mem- 
ber of the shop force could visit the shop equipment 
section, every one connected with the shows would 
be delighted. 
The point we want to emphasize is that this shop equip- 
ment section, where all the newest and best devices for 
increasing the efficiency of servicing operations will be on 


display under practical working conditions, cannot perform | 


the valuable function it ought to do, unless the individual | 
dealers see that their service executives visit it. Every} 
dealer this year should be insistent on this point, even to the} 
limit of taking the service men to the show himself. 

Another point of departure that will be found at the 
1927 national shows will be the section devoted to motor 
trucks. Owing to limitations of space commercial motor 
~,ehicles will be limited in size, but it is hoped that dealers 
handling a passenger car which does not give them a truck 
line will be able to find what they want in the truck section 


of the show. 
A Color Year 





HERE is no question that in future chronicles of the! \ooia serve the purpose. 


automobile industry the year 1926 will go down as| 


“the color year.” Of course, the tendency away from the 
traditional black has been noticed ever since the new pyroxy- 
lin finishes offered manufacturers the opportunity of dress- 
ing their ‘cars in something less somber. However, the new 
painting processes this year achieved the full flower of 
their perfection, and the result was that cars blossomed out 
in a great many attractive color schemes, some of them 
employing as many as three colors on a single body. All 
this makes for a more cheerful aspect on our streets and 
highways. 

Some few manufacturers failed to read the signs 
promptly enough and élung to the time-honored black. 
They found a prompt answer in falling sales. The public, 
after a lifetime of somber hues, wants color, and lack of 
this necessary ingredient actually loses a good many 
sales. 

In a recent address Alfred Reeves told us that we owe 
the new vogue for color to women. “Women,” said Mr. 
Reeves, “really buy the cars. In the movies it is the woman 
who pays and pays and pays, but not so in the motor car 
industry. The woman chooses the car and the man pays 
and pays and pays.” And then he adds a bit of advice to 
dealers: “Sell the women and teach them to drive. If you 
don’t, they’1l probably drive from the back seat anyway.” 

Dealers will also do well to remember that there is no 
evidence that the demand for color is going to lessen. The 
next twelve months will probsbly prove that 1927 is a color 
year also. Be prepared.

M. ALDERFER, president of the India Tire and 

- Rubber Company, was burned out of the crate busi- 
..@ss and into the rubber industry by one and the same 
fire. It was in 1915 that a blaze razed his crate factory 
at Akron, on which he had but slight insurance. Within 
a short time he had raised enough money to go into the 
tire industry and his company has progressed steadily. 














FIRE which wrecked his 

factory and _ burned 
‘practically all of his records 
and files, and which resulted 
in a loss of $85,000 with only 
‘$4,000 insurance, was the last 
of a series of events which 
prompted J. M. Alderfer to 
organize the India Tire and 
Rubber Company of Akron in 


1916. 

The factory which burned was 
known as the Alderfer Crate Com- 
pany, at Sharon Center, O., a small 
town not far from Akron. The 
crate company was the outgrowth 
of a sawmill which Mr. 
and his brother purchased from

their father a year after Mr. Alder- | 


fer was married. 

The crate company history goes 
| back to the days before there were 
automobiles. Mr. Alderfer had 
considerable business in Akron in 
those days and frequently visited 
the few rubber companies which 
were manufacturing only bicycle 
tires. Impressed by the fact that 
bicycle tires were shipped in pine 
boxes, Mr. Alderfer conceived the 
idea of building a circular slat 
crate which would serve the pur- 
pose just as satisfactorily for ship- 
ping and at the same time would 
not be so bulky nor so hard to 
handle, and less expensive. 

He went back to the sawmill and 
built a crate which he believed 
This he 
brought to Akron and showed to 
officials in two or three of the 
rubber companies, but was told 
that it was impractical and unsatis- 
factory. However, one man saw 
possibilities in the crate, so Mr. 
Alderfer prevajled upon him to 
take fifty and send them out with 
letters, asking for comments and 
suggestions about them. These 
fifty crates were delivered, no 
charge, with the understanding 
that the letters would go out. The 
replies were so satisfactory that 
it was not difficult thereafter to 
get crate business from all the 
rubber companies. During the 
panic of 1907, however, he found 
it somewhat difficiult to get any 
cash for the crates which he @e- 
livered, so he struck upon the idea 
of accepting half cash and half in 
stock in the company which pur- 
chased them Without this sort of 
an arrangement, he says, it would 


have been difficult to maintain the 


plant. 

His close association with the 
rubber industry through his 
crate business started him look- 
ing into the future of the rub- 
ber business as against that in 
which he was 
realized that the rubber busi- 





ness was virtually in its infancy,

and had his heart sct upon get- 
tirig into it-some day. 


On March 5, 1915, with his son 
and daughter away at college, Mr. 
Alderfer came home from the fac- 
tory one evening and was having 
dinner with Mrs. Alderfer when 
the telephone operator called to 
inform him that the factory was 
in flames. He rushed out, but by 
the time he got there the plant 
was doomed, and before very long 
had burned to the ground. His 
family attempted to persuade him 
to retire at that time, but since he 
was on the near side of fifty years 
of age, and since he was and still 





is possessed of untold energy he 
made up his mind to embark in 
the rubber business. 

His business acumen having 
made itself manifest to those in- 
terested in the rubber industry ig 
Akron, Mr. Alderfer and his asso: 
ciates did not find it difficult te 
raise enough money in remarkably 
short time to proceed with the 
erection of the first unit of the 
India Tire and Rubber Company. 
The first tires were produced in 
1916. The following year, when 
the United States entered the 
World War, the company’s prog- 
ress was temporarily halted at a 
time when it was just beginning to 
gain momentum. The onward 
march was resumed after the sign- 
ing of the armistice, and has been 
constantly upward since that time, 

Mr. Alderfer has only two hob- 
bies—his business and boys. He 
has taught a Sunday school class 
of boys ever since he was a young 
man himself, and at present has a 
class of some seventy young men. 
He has been a member of the board 
of directors of the State Y. M. C. 
A. for seventeen years, and at the 
present time is chairman of the 
Summit county, O., Y. M. C. A. 
board.
